SECTION 1. A special election Allan be held in the seve- old 

rid Wards of the City of Milwaukee at the usual places of 
Itolding elections by the Aldermen of each Ward, or un- 
der their direction, in the same manner, and conducted 
and certified in the same way, and under the same penal- 
ties as elections are by law holden in said city, for city and 
ward officers, on Monday, the second day of February next 
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between the hours of ten in the forenoon, and four in the 
afternoon; and at such special election, the male inhabit-
ants of each ward of said,city who are now qualified to 
vote for ward and city officers, may vote within their re-
spective wards, a printed or written ticket, "For the Char-
ter," or "Against the Charter"—and the result of such
